John O. Hoffman, a veteran of the 


Civil War, and a man of sterling 
worth, died at his home m Stoners- 
town on January 23, at the age of 64 
years, eight months and two days 
His wife, who was Miss Margaret Mc- 
Cray, and four sons, Harry, Jesse, 
v^illiam and Francis, and seven sis- 
ters survive him 
He was a member 


of the Church "of God, having united 
with that church in 1874. The funer- 
al, which was held at 10 a m. on 
Sunday, was conducted by Rev. F. W. 
McGuire and was attended by the G. 
A. R., K. G. E.. and I. O. O. F., of 
which he was a member.

Elizabeth Geitgey 


Mrs. Elizabeth Geitgey was born in 


Cumberland county, near Harrisburg, 
on May 7, 1830, and died at the home 
of Harry Putt at Saxton on January 
22, aged 77 years, eight months and 
15 days. Her maiden name was Zel- 
ler and she was married to a Mr. 
Geitgey of Wooster, O. She was a 
woman of excellent character and 
true refinement. Her niece and step- 
daughter, Mrs. Jennie Putt of Sax- 
ton, and a sister in Ohio survive.

Hon. 
William J. Baer, once Presi 


dent Judge of the Bedford-Somerse 
district, died at his home in Somer 
set at 10:30 o'clock Tuesday morn 
ing at the age of 82 years and eigh 
days. 


Judge Baer was born in Berlin bu 
at the age of 12 years moved with 
his parents to the country where h 
spent his boyhood days. He receivei 
his education in the district schoo 
and for several years was a teache 
in the schools of his county. 
Thi 
studious habits acquned during these 
periods remained with him during 
his life. 
He entered Franklin anc 
Marshall College but owing to cir 
cumstances 
did not complete hi 
course. 


Judge Baer read law in the office 


of Hon. F. M. Kimmell of Somerse 
and was admitted to membership in 
the Bar Association on May 7, 1849 
A partnership was formed with hi 
preceptor which lasted until the Iat 
ter was elevated to tne Bench, from 
which time the young attorney stood 
alone. By honest effort he soon rose 
to a place of prominence among th 
group of attorneys at a bar noted 
throughout the state. 
His success 
was due tb untiring energy and a 
keen perception 
His power and m 


fluence increased and expanded unti 
in 1881 he was elected Presiden 
Judge of the Bedford-Somerset dis 
trict over Hon John Cessna of Bed 
ford by B, small majority. 
His elec 
tion as a Democrat in a district over 
whelmingly Republican was a tribut 
exceptional 
Prior to his election as 
Judge he was chosen a member o 
the 
Constitutional 
Convention o 


1873 in which he was conspicuous 
among the framers of the presen 
constitution of Pennsylvania. 
Judge Baer was on the Bench, as 
in every walk of life, fair, honest 
lenient, broad-minded and keen o: 
perception. 
These 
characteristics 
won for him the esteem of the lega 
fraternity. 
His opinions were widely 
quoted. 


Retiring from the Bench, he de 


voted much of his time and energy 
to developing the natural resources 
Of his native county, and the rapic 
strides that SomeTset county has 
made along all lines of advancemen 
and development are due in large 
measure to the departed jurist. 
Judge Baer is survived by his wife 


and four daughters, also by two 
brothers, Herman L Baer, Esq., anc 
George F Baer, president of the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading railroad. 


At yesterday 
morning's session 
court adjourned early out of respec 
to the former Judge and the after- 
noon's session began late. Prior to 
adjourning the forenoon session, on 
motion of Hon. Jacob H. Longeneck- 
er a committee was appointed to pre- 
pare resolutions which were read at 
the conclusion of the afternoon ses- 
sion, after 
which appropriate and 
touching remarks 
were made by 
members of the bar 


In Memoriam 


In the fullness of time, with pa- 


tience and humble submission, yet 
animated by an abiding hope and a 
conscience void of offense, William 
J. Baer met his only enemy, on Janu- 
ary 28th, A D 1908, and'peacefully 
yielded to the inevitable, aged 8: 
years Peace to his ashes. We would 
not, if we could call him back from 
his well-earned rest 
We consign his 


mortal remains to the earth, anc 
standing over his open grave, we 
would moisten its dust with the tears 
of true affection and cover his rest- 
ing place with evergreens as symbols 
of his and our belief and hope of im- 
mortality. 
William J Baer was the honored 
and respected President Judge of the 
courts of Bedford county for ten 
years ending with the year A. D. 
1891 
His coming to us was preced- 


ed by an active and extended experi- 
ence as a practitioner at the Bar, 
from which he had gained an envia-

CAPITOL GRAFTERS 


Now on Trial For Defrauding the 


State in Furnishings. 


Harrisburg, January 29. — That Ar- 


chitect Joseph M. Huston means to 
take care of himself at the expense 
of his four co-defendants in the state 
capitol conspiracy cases now on trial 
in the Dauphin county court is appar- 
ent from the testimony today of his 
brother, Rev. Samuel C. Huston of 
Philadelphia, a Presbyterian clergy- 
man, who was called a witness for 
the commonwealth. 


Stanford B. Lewis, the architect's 


active assistant while the capitol was 
being constructed and furnished and 
who is under indictment on two 
charges of conspiracy to cheat and 
defraud the state m the payment of 
bills aggregating ?92,704 SO for capi- 
tol furnishings, was also a witness 
for the commonwealth. 


Rev. Mr. Huston 
testified that 
when his brother went to Europe in 
the spring of 19 0& on business for 
the state, he left with him signed 
blank architect's certificates and a 
power of attorney. 
Soon after the 


architect's departure Contractor John 
H. Sanderson, one of the defendants, 
appeared with a bill supported by an 
affidavit purporting to be in proper 
forrrr for which he asked and obtain- 
ed certification of the architect by the 
brother's signature. 
The 
commonwealth 
expects 
to 


prove that this bill was fraudulent in 
that Sanderson was given the con- 
tract for certain furnishings under 
one item in the special capitol fur- 
nishing schedule, and billed these ar- 
ticles to the state under another item, 
the amount of which is in excess of 
the item under which he was given 
the contract, and also that some of 
these articles were invoiced to the 
state and paid for as containing three 
times as many feet as they actually 
contained. 


Following the testimony of Rev. 
Huston and that of Lewis that the 
architect was expected to certify only 
to the quality and not to the quan- 
tity of furnishings, the common- 
wealth had brought into court and 
exhibited to the jury two of the sofas, 
a table and two clothes trees sup- 
plied by Sanderson for the capitol un- 
der the "per foot" system. 
One of 


the sofas was measured, for the in- 
formation of the jury, and was shown 
to be six feet long. Sanderson billed 
this sofa to the state at eighteen feet 
and was paid for at the rate of $18.40 
"per foot." 
The other sofa 
also 
measured six feet and was billed and 
paid for as containing 
feet The 
table had been billed under item 22 
in the schedule at $18.40 "per foot" 
instead of under item 24, at $10.40 
as called for by Sanderson's contract. 
The clothes tree was billed as con- 
taming' 1% feet at ?18.40 and should 
have been furnished, the common- 
wealtK claims, for $5.55. 


Ephraim Oswald, carpenter for the 


board of grounds and buildings, by 
whom all the furniture for the capi- 
tol was received and distributed ac- 
cording to tag on each article, was 
called to identify the table and other 
articles offered in evidence and was 
on the stand when the court adjourn- 
ed for the day. 


Former Governor Samuel W. Pen- 
nypacker, who was president of the 
board 
of grounds and buildings, 


while the capitol was being furnish- 
ed, is here to testify for the defense 
and will probably be called on Fri- 
day 
Pennypacker's colleagues on 


the board were former Auditor Gen- 
eral William P. Snyder and former 
State '.treasurer William L. Mathues, 
defendants in the case now on trial.' 
James Shumaker, former superin- 
tendent of grounds and buildings, 
also a defendant, was the executive 
officer of the board during the time 
Pennypacker was president. 


The commonwealth does not expect 


to close its case before Friday. 


Mr Pennypacker said tonight that 


while he was summoned as a witness 
for the defense he was willing to go 
on the stand for the prosecution and 
if his testimony would aid the com- 
monwealth he would be satisfied with 
that result.

Benjamin Franklin.

Benjamin Franklin as a boy 
read passages from Addison's 
Spectator, then two or three \ 


days later tried to reproduce them. 
He was careful not to memorize the 
language, but only fixed the thought 
in his mind, then by comparing his 
own langmme with the original was 
enabled to discover the defects in his 
style. 


To improve his conduct Franklin 


made out a list of the cardinal virtues, 
then marked down any infraction of 
them during each day. He also adopt- 
ed early in Hfe a set of simple rules 
for his guidance. 


In youth Franklin happened to read 


Xenophon's description of the Socratic 
method, and it made a lasting impres- 
sion on his mind. He decided to drop 
the dogmatic way of making state- 
ments and to follow the plan of the 
wise old Athenian. To this habit of 
asking questions and making sugges- 
tive and tentative statements rather 
than being self assertive and positive 
Franklin ascribed much of his later 
success as a writer and diplomat. 


He ran away from Boston while a 


mere stripling, yet before he left he 
had read every book on which he could 
lay his hands. He even went -without 
his lunches with the twofold object X>f 
having more time In which to read and 
of having more money to spend for 
books. 


Franklin's first notable success was 


with "Foot Richard's Almanac," the 
quaint and wise sayings In which at- 
tained Immediate and worldwide pop- 
ularity and were translated into almost 
every known tongue. 


In Franklin's electrical experiments, 


especially the famous one with the kite, 
he endangered his life, yet so intent 
was he on discovering the truth that 
he seemed utterly indifferent to per- 
sonal peril. 


Franklin's moral courage was shown 


nowhere more than in his treatment of 
his illegitimate son, William. H« took 
the boy to live in his own home and 
introduced him everywhere as his son, 
both in America and Europe. 


Thomas Jefferson. 


J. 


Jefferson's greatest 
power was his opti- 
mistic faith in the 
common people. 


T 


HOMAS JEFFERSON, while the 


great Democrat of his era, waa 
of rather aristocratic parentage 
and had the advantage ef a lib- 


eral education. 
He was peculiarly, 


considering his time and surroundings, 
of the type of the scholar in politics. 
That he should have been this and yet 
the foremost American radical of his 
day marks him as an odd combination 
in our history. The turning point in 
his career was his appointment to draft 
the Declaration of Independence. This 
came about from a double caus.e—Jef- 
ferson's reputation as a writer of polit- 
ical documents and the jealousy felt 
by certain members 6f congress toward 
Richard Henry Lee, who had Intro- 
duced 
the 
independence resolution. 


Volumes have been written to disprove 
Jefferson's authorship of the Declara- 
tion, and a widespread belief has per- 
sisted even to the present that most 
of it, if not all, was really written by 
Thomas Paine. 
However that may 


have been, the fact that Jefferson was 
appointed to prepare the document, the 
consequent Inference that it was bis 
work and the reputation resultant 
therefrom operated powerfully to make 
him a political leader. In addition to 
this, the unquestioned products of his 
pen, breathing the spirit of advanced 
democracy and the doctrines of t!.e 
French revolution, tended to place him 
at the head of the growing democrat c 
sentiment in this country. 


Jefferson's greatest power was his 


optimistic faith in the people. 
He 


trusted them, and they returned the 
compliment. 
Herein is to be found 


the secret of his success. He was'not 
a speaker. He belonged to the school 
of the idealists rather than to that- of 
the practical politicians. He Inclined 
to be a freethinker in religion. 
All 


these things were handicaps rather 
than helps toward popularity. It was 
Jefferson's persistent advocacy of the 
rights of the people and his implicit 
trust In their judgment that made him 
so strong with the masses. It was this 
that made him the most commandlns 
figure at the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century and an influential fac- 
tor from that day to the present. 


In person Mr. Jefferson was tall and 


bony, with light eyes, ruddy complex- 
ion and red balr.

When he had finished, the girl came 


again, and he said to her: "Goodby. If 
I get out safely, some day I may come 
back to reward you." 


"I've been thinking I'd go with you," 


she said, her eyes glistening. 


He looked at her earnestly for some 


time without speaking. What he was 
thinking she didn't know. At last he 
said: 


"All right. Meet me soon after Z 


o'clock tomorrow morning outside the 
wall." 


When the prisoner heard the jailer's 


clock wheeze out 2 in the morning, he 
removed the bars, got out of the win- 
dow, climbed a wall and stole away. 
He was joined by the girl, and togeth- 
er they ran for a time, then when 
they, could run no longer walked and 
consulted. 


"If s only five miles t' the railroad 


this way," said the girl. "Reckon we 
better get on a train." 


"Haven't got any money. Besides, 


we couldn't likely get a train till morn- 
ing, and they'd get us sure." 


"What'll we do?" 
"Hide some place near by till the ex- 


citement has died out. There's a thick- 
et. We'll go hi there and see what we 
can find." 


They went into the thicket just as a 


rancher near by jwas going into his 
stable to feed his stock. He saw them 
and wondered who they were and 
what they were doing there.

judge whom he had introduced to 
President Cleveland kite in the cam- 
paign of 1SSS. After this judge re- 
turned home he gave out an interview 
in which he professed to quote the 
president as having given up the elec- 
tion because- of the treachery of Sen- 
ator Hill of New York, Mayor Hewitt 
and 6thers. 
Blackburn characterized 


the whole statement as false and 
wound up bis sizzling roast in this 
fashion: 


"I can do no more^than to crave the 


president's pardon for having been 
misled into introducing to him a cari- 
cature upon humanity, for whose ex- 
istence the Lord in fair dealing owes 
an apology to mankind." 


Here is another sample of the sort of 


English Blackburn slings when he is 
feeling well. He was detected read- 
ing the president's message, and as he 
read he chuckled to himself. Finally 
one of his colleagues approached the 
senator from Kentucky and asked for 
the joke. 


"It has just occurred to me," solemn- 


ly observed the senator, "that Mr. 
Roosevelt's English does not coruscate 
with the pyrotechnic scintillations of 
obsolescent linguosity which so ex- 
tensively illuminated the lucubrations 
and ululations of President Cleveland." 


Since he hails from Kentucky many 


of the tales concerning Blackburn 
naturally relate to the beverage which 
cheers. Here is one: A friend recently 
met the ex-senator at the station on 
his return from a trip to the country. 


"How are you, Joe?" his friend ask- 


9d. 


"I'm up against it," was the reply. 


"I lost-the best part of my baggage en 
route." 


"Did you misplace it, or was It 


stolen?" bis friend inquired solicitous- 
ly."Neither," said Blackburn. "The 
cork came out." 


When questioned about this story 


later, however, Blackburn denied it. 


"Not a word of truth in it," he said. 


"You 
know I would be more careful 


of the cork." 


Blackburn's fondness for speechmak- 


ing is a matter of common knowledge. 
At one time he was on an outing trip 
with some friends along the Kentucky 
river when a few dozen residents of 
the neighborhood joined the party. The 
food was of the best, and there was 
plenty of liquid refreshment. Black- 
burn, however, did not seem to be en- 
Joying himself. 
One of his friends 


asked him what was the matter. "I 
don't like this crowd," Blackburn re- 
sponded. "Why, Joe," his friend re- 
monstrated, "there's not a man here 
who wouldn't die for you." "I know 
that," returned Blackburn. "It's not 
the quality I'm objecting to. but the 
quantity. The crowd is too big for an 
anecdote and not big enough for a 
speech." 


One day Secretary of War Taft ap- 


peared before the military committee of 
the senate, of which Blackburn was a 
member, advocating the view that jun- 
ior army officers should not marry. 


"But how," asked Blackburn, "can 


you make that accord with the admin- 
istration views on race suicide?" 


Secretary Taft met this question with 


a characteristic roar of laughter. 


Blackburn was a stanch silver man 


and therefore opposed to the repeal of 
the purchasing clause of the Sherman 
law. 
Representative Caruth and a 


party of other Kentuckians called on 
the senator and told him he was hurt- 
Ing himself politically, as most of the 
towns in tlie state were passing reso- 
lutions favoring the repeal. 


"What do I care for the resolutions of 


the towns?' rejoined Blackburn. "They 
are passed by bunkers, lawyers and 
dry goods merchants, and no country- 
men were at the meetings." 


"How do you know?" asked Caruth. 
"How do I know? 
Why, Asher, I 


know It darned well. Every town in 
Kentucky is reached by a tollgate, and 
the poor country people haven't money 
enough to pass them. That's the rea- 
son I know. 
Here, Jim, give these 


fellows a drink of Bourbon nncl lot 
them go " 


Blackburn one day invited Secretary 


Shaw and Vice President Fairbanks, 
who was then senator, to have some- 
thing. When Shaw was asked what he 
would take, lie replied: 


"Well, I guess I'll have n glass of 


lemonade." 


Blackburn then turned to Fairbanks 


and said: 


"And what will you have, senator?" 
"I'll have a glass of moxle," was the 


reply. 


The bartender said to Senator Black- 


burn : 


"And whnt's yours, senator?" 
"Oh," snid he, scarcely able to con- 


ceal his disgust, "I guesa I'll have a 
piece of squash pie."

DEMONSTRATION ORCHARDS 


Extending the Work of the State De- 


partmeiit of Horticulture. 


The fruit growers of Pennsylvania 
have flooded the office of Prof. H. A. 
Surface, State Zoologist, 
offering 
their orchards for purposes of demon- 
stration. So strong has been the de- 
mand that the Department has finally 
decided to establish the same in each 
county where fruit culture is at a 
low ebb. The plan is to take about 
50 bearing trees and 50 or more 
young trees, just set out, for the ex- 
periment. These we will prune, have 
cultivated, sprayed and fertilized as 
necessary to raise first-class fruit and 
put the orchard on a paying basis. It 
is our belief that if the general farm 
orchard is cared for as it should be, 
it will pay higher dividends than any 
other crop raised on that farm. 
It is. time that the farmers and 


fruit growers raise larger and better 
crops per acre than in the past. The 
orchards of county homes and orphan 
schools will be used for this purpose, 
if suitable and centrally located. The 
county inspector and demonstrator 
will have charge of the work and the 
state will furnish spraying machine 
and materials, fertilizers, etc., the 
o\vner getting the fruit. 
But he is 


asked to assist and co-operate. We 
want the interest and assistance of 
the farmers and fruit growers. You 
should visit these experimental orch- 
ards for yourselves. 
The progress 


and results obtained will be publish- 
ed in the county papers from time to 
time, but go and see whenever you 
can. 


Demostration work is not only con- 
fined to Pennsylvania; other states 
and foreign countries are doing it. 
In Ireland they have district horticul- 
turists who give demonstrations in 
farming, dairy, bee culture, and hor- 
ticulture. The result is that in Ire- 
land 275 bushels of potatoes per acre 
is the average, while 75 bushels is the 
average in the United States. 
Ex- 


tensive agriculture must eventually 
give way to intensive. Therefore fruit 
growers and all interested in horti- 
culture turn out and attend our Fruit 
Growers' Association meetings held 
in the court house the last Saturday 
of each month at 2 p. m. 
Let us 


establish canning factories for corn, 
tomatoes, beans, peas, and fruit of 
all kinds. 
Also evaporators, jelly 


and applebuttcr factories for, using 
up the second and third class fruit 
and shipping only the first grade 
fruit, on which it is worth our while 
to pay a high freight rate and leave 
a fair margin of profit. The canning 
factory in Adams county used up 600 
or more bushels of apples per day, 
the evaporators 400 bushels and the 
applebutter plants were successful. 
Why should the many thousands of 
second grade apples in Bedford coun- 
ty go to waste every year? 
The an- 
swer is because we are not awake, 
having our eyes always open for new

Th» Way They Arc M«d« From th« 


Intestine* of Sheep. 


Catgut strings, it Is well known, are 


made of the intestines of sheep. 
The 


Intestines of the full grown animal are 
from forty to fifty feet long. 


The raw material from the stock- 


yards is first thoroughly cleansed of 
|at and fleshy -fiber by dull knives ar- 
ranged on a drum turned by a crank. 
The white tough membrane that is 
left is then handed over to the split- 
ter, who dexterously splits the mate- 
rial iuto even strands by bringing it 
against the blade of a safety razor set 
upright in the table before him. The 
strands are then spun together and 
placed on the drying frames. 


An American E violin string re- 


quires sis strands, the European four. 
The strands, at one end fastened to an 
upright post, are twisted 
together 


while still ^amp and pliable by means 
of a spinning wheel.. Taken from the 
drying frames, the strings are cut in 
lengths,- coiled and boxed in oiled pa- 
per for shipment. To polish the strings 
very fine emery paper laid on a grooved 
aluminium block is used. While the 
strings are still on the drying frame 
the covered block is passed over the 
strings, polishing as many at one time 
as there are grooves in the block. It 
can be seen that from the manner in 
which the strands are twisted the ef- 
fect of polishing is to weaken the 
string. 


In the essential features the process 


of making the fine gut strings for sur- 
gical uses or the heavy strings three- 
eighths of an inch thick sometimes 
employed for machinery belting does 
not differ from the method employed 
in the case of the musical strings ex- 
cept that the latter are handled with 
more care.—Chicago Record-Herald.

Bedford County Boy Tells of Target 


Practice in Cuba. 


Guanajay, Cuba, Jan. 21, 1908. 
Editor Gazette: — 


I will try to tell the readers of The 
Gazette about the target practice of 
Uncle Sam's Marines in Cuba. 
The 
target range is at Guanajay, Cuba, 28 
miles from Camp Columbia. We left 
Camp Columbia at 6:30 a. m. on Jan- 
uary 4 and "hiked" about half way, 
resting 15 minutes out of each hour.' 
The hike was made in light marching 
order, which consists of one-half 
"dog 
tent," one blanket, one poncho, 
knapsack, canteen, belt with 
20 


rounds of ammunition, bayonet and 
rifle, which makes a very good load 
for a man. We pitched camp in a 
large field about noon on the 4th and 
rested in the afternoon, starting at 
1 a. m. the next morning and getting 
into camp here about 11 a. m. 
It 


was a very hard march but only a 
few of the men dropped out and were 
picked up by the ambulance in the rear 
The Marines were accompanied by 
one battalion of the 27th Infantry, or 
"dough boys," as they are nick- 
named. The march was led by the 
battalion of dough boys, followed by 
Companies F, C, G and H of the 
Marines. When the dough boys first 
started out they tried to walk away 
from the Marines, but before we 
leached Guanajay the Marines -were 
coaxing them to walk faster, but 
•when we made the final halt nearly 
everybody was glad. 
. 


After .a f.ew days spent in building 
camp we started the preliminary fir- 


ing for the marksman's co.urse. Ten 
shots are fired at 200, 
SO'dC 500 and 


600 yards each slow fire, and 10 at 
200 and 300 yards each rapid fire, 
allowing 20 seconds for each five 
shots, and the skirmish run uses 20 
shots, the soldiers starting at 600 
yards, firing two shots, then advanc- 
ing to the 500-yard line firing two 
more shots, three shots on the 400 
mark, three at-350, five at 300 and 
five at 200 yards, making one-half 
the run at double time. The run is 
made in light marching order and a 
certain number of seconds given for 
each shot. The targets are the fig- 
ures of two men, one kneeling and 
the other lying. The kneeling figure 
counts five for each hit and the oth- 
er four points. 
The whole course 
consists of 100 shots and the total 
1 score is 500 points. 
To qualify for 


marksman 
one 
must 
make 
300 


; points. That may seem easy but it 
i looks better than it is. 
The sharp- 
shooters and expert riflemen's course 
consists of shooting at 800 and 1000 
yards. 


The preliminary practice was fin- 


ished Saturday and the final started 
Monday. 
The men are doing very 
well and we think Company F is go- 
ing to have a number of marksmen, 
sharpshooters, and, perhaps, a few 
expert riflemen. 
If a man qualifies 
as marksman it means $1 a month 
more on his pay account, sharpshoot- 
ers $3 a month, and expert riflemen 
?5 a month. 
The 28th Infantry is 
camped within a mile of our camp 
and our ball team has added two of 
their scalps to its collection. It seems 
wherever the Marines are they can 
win a baseball game. 


We hope to finish up our target 
practice by the 10th of February and 
get back to Columbia. 
We are all 
very well satisfied here but you don't 
hear anyone complaining of too much 
to eat. II is the same old story, "Say 
cook, what's for chow, 'slum* or 
bean soup?" 
Generally one bean is 


considered enough to feed the whole 
company,- but then "we can't expect 
to have chicken every day."
